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Googie the great facts and concerns and fictions connected to The 
Large Hadron Collider. It's truly Science fiction come true. Not oniy has it found The Higgs 
Boson (God) Particle, but God knows what it may find with the generational enhancements 
Corning to it between 2015 and 2040. For fun, read the story aboutthe man who appeared there 
claiming to have been pulled in from the future. WHO couid it be? 

If you want to read the works of one of the great futurists a Ia Jules 
Verne, read the books (or at least the Classics lllustrated) of H.G. Wells: The Time Machine; The 
Invisible Man; The Island of Dr. Moreau; The First Men In The Moon; and his highly prophetic 
1901 opus, Anticipations of the Reaction of Mechanical and Scientific Progress Upon Human 
Life and Thought. 


The Universal Quantum Machine, aka the Universal Turing Machine, 
is real. Googie it and if you can even begin to understand what it is capable of in layman's 
terms, you are deserving of a recurring co-star role on "The Big Bang Theory." 

New York Municipal Airport wouid one day become LaGuardia Airport. 
Googie Howard Hughes to learn how the rich and eccentric aviator, inventor, Hollywood 
mogui, and baron of big business, ended his life secluded in what he believed was a germ-free 
hotel room in Las Vegas, with his hair and naiis grown chillingly long. Perhaps that's what hap- 
pens when you become a "friend" to The Shadow. 
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Many claim that even beyond Shiwan Khan, Dr. RodiI Mocquindo, 
known in whispers as The Voodoo Master, was the most dangerous opponent ever faced by 
The Shadow. They fought each other to terrorizing conclusions on three occasions, as told in 
the bloody pulps: The Shadow #97, March 1936; The Shadow #102, May 1936; and The Shadow 
#151, June 1938. 


Okay, so I admit "The Twilight Zone" was one of my favorite TV series 
of all time and I do pay homage to it in a few ways in this tale. Can you spot the tributes? 

Yes, that P-39 Airacobra was a real state-of-the-art aircraft in 1939. 
Indiana Jones wouid have loved one. 

For the story of how Howard Hughes helped Kent Allard get out of 
the Yucatan, see the graphio novel, "The Shadow/Green Hornet: Dark Nights. 

Where did Timely Comics publisher, Martin Goodman, get the name 
for his landmark 1939 comic book, "Marvel Mystery Comics?" Did you know back then there 
was a popular motor oil called "Marvel Mystery Oil?" Truth is, again, stranger than fiction. 

For the full effect of life in 
New York City 1939, Googie The New York World's 
Fair 1939-40 and its symbois, The Trylon and 
Perisphere. This was on the site that later became 
The NY World's Fair of 1964-65 and on the spot 
where The Trylon and Perishere stood now stands 
The Unisphere. Today, the location is a very pretty 
park next to The Mets' Citifield and JFK Airport. 
The nearby airport today known as LaGuardia was 
called New York Municipal Airport back then. 
Superman made his first live action appearance 
ever at The World's Fair as DC Comics published 
two large commemorative comic books, "World's 
Fair 1939" (starring Superman and The Sandman) 
and a year later, "World's Fair 1940" (the cover of 
which was the first drawing of Superman and 
Batman together in the same scene, thus creating 
and defining what is today called "The DC 
Universe." "World's Fair Comics" wouid continue 
after the exhibition closed, initially under the 
altered titie of "World's Best Comics," changed by 
the second issue to the legendary "World's Finest 
Comics." By the way, color horne movies of 
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Supernnan's appearance at The World's Fair may be found on Youtube. 


If you were passing a corner newsstand in New York City during 1939, 
you might have plunked down a dime apiece and picked up a copy of Superman #1, Detective 
Comics #27 (first appearance of The Bat-Man), Adventure Comics #40 (a first appearance of 
The Sandman), and Marvel #1 (first paid public appearance of Sub-Mariner and first appear¬ 
ance of The Human Torch). What do you think that 40 cents worth of comic books wouid be 
worth today? Tm guessing in great condition, $3,750,000. 

Eccentric millionaire Howard Hughes had an amazing and bizarre life 
from aviation pioneerto movie mogui to paranoid hermit. One movie about him I liked in par- 
ticular was "Melvin and Howard," which made a star out of Mary Steenburgen. Read all about 
him, if you can. 


J. Edgar Hoover was arguably the second most powerfui man in 
America for decades next to the U.S. Presidents. From his days taking down the greatest crim- 
inals of the Depression era to his days as President Nixon's attack dog, Hoover ran The FBI with 
an iron fist and a bit of taffeta. For elaboration on the latter statement, I suggest you Googie 
him. 
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Meet: H.G. Wells, the futurist, visionary, and prophetic author of such 
great noveis as THE TIME MACHINE, the invisible man, and THE ISLAND OF DOCTOR MORE- 
AU; Albert Einstein, perhaps the smartest man who ever lived, who left us with his revolution- 
ary Theory of Relativity which everyone knows is E=MC2 but nobody knows how to explain it; 
Enrico Fermi, a driving force behind the birth of atomic power and the historic Manhattan 
Project. Check them all out via Googie. 

The P-39 was a very cool airplane circa 1939. Giovanni's art accurate- 
ly reflects what it looked like. 

Dr. Roquil Mocquino, aka The Voodoo Master, was possibly the villain 
who came the closest to destroying The Shadow, and challenged him three times in the pulps: 
The Shadow #97 (March 1936), 102 (May 1936), and 151 (June 1938). These three classic nov¬ 
eis have been reprinted by Anthony Tollin's Sanctum Books in his double novel editions of THE 
SHADOW Volume 3, Volume 10, and Volume 19, respectively. 

For my ultimate word on "Datura" and its effects, read my 2003 graph- 
ic novel, BATMAN: DETECTIVE #27 (Plug!). 



































Have you considered whether or not Richard Henry Benson couid be 
either considered or perceived to be a zombie in today's culture? I invite your thoughts. 
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You mean you never heard of the plot to kidnap President Franklin D. 
Rooseveit in NY in 1939 by Shiwan Khan? Skip your history book and instead research this 
extraordinary incident in the graphic novel, THE SHADOW/GREEN HORNET: DARK NIGHTS. 
(Plug!) 

Although literary license has been taken regarding eras, the Huns, the 
Visigoths and the Vandais were, indeed, barbarian tribes worthy of reading about! Googie 
them for some fun reading from the battie-torn pages of history. 

Although called New York Municipal Airport in 1939, today we call it 

LaGuardia Airport. 

The Astor Bar in the Hotel Astor on Times Square was the place to see 
and be seen in New York in 1939. 

The Explorers Club is real! 

Howard Hughes, wealthy industrialist, famed aviator, movie producer and 
studio mogui, adventurer and innovator, became the world's wealthiest recluse in his later 
years. 

Read more in "The Gotham Times" about this famous murder case first 

reported in May 1939. 




































This year is the lOOth anniversary of what was then called "The Great 
War" and has since been re-named "World War I." Colonei Kent Allard was, apparently, one of 
its victims, possibly physically, probably mentally. 
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John Suniight, Doc Savage's master villain, appeared in two pulp adven¬ 
tores, "The Fortress of Solitude" in October 1938, and in "The Devii Genghis" in December 
1938, both as reprinted in Anthony Tollin's Sanctum Book Series as DOC SAVAGE, Volume . 

Jimmy Carter in 1939 was a fifteen year old high school student and 
peanut farmer in the tiny town of Plains, Georgia. In a truly All-American story, he was elected 
President of the United States in 1976 and, apparently in 1979, shut down an old U.S, nuclear 
missile silo under a nuclear non-proliferation treaty with the Soviet Union, and sold it to the 
site's original owner, Clark Savage, Jr. 

The Danzig Corridor was in 1939 the object of desire for Adolph Hitier. 
His ultimatum, ultimately rejected, became his excuse to invade Poland in September 1939, a 
giant step forward in the march to World War II. 

Scientist of the ages, Nikola Tesia, was, in fact, living in The New Yorker 
Hotel in New York City. The Auto-Gyro was his design and sold by him to The Shadow. It's base 
was the roof of the Hotel, a mere three blocks from The Empire State Building, horne to The 
Shadow's Secret Sanctum and to the "offices" of Doc Savage's Hidalgo Trading Company... 
and perhaps, shortiy, to a new Justice, Inc. 

Coney lsland's 1930's sensation, "The House of Horrors" directiy 
inspired this "Island of Horrors." 

























John Suniight originally appeared in the October 1938 issue of Doc 
Savage Magazine in a tale entitied, "Fortress of Solitude." His sequei appearance was in the 
December 1938 issue in a story called, "The Devii Genghis." Both have been reprinted in one 
trade paperback book published by Anthony Tollin entitied, "Doc Savage Double #1." 

The Auto-Gyro of The Shadow and its inventor, Nikola Tesia, may be seen 
atop The New Yorker Hotel in the Dynamite graphic novel, "The Shadow/Green Hornet: Dark 
Nights." 


Pat Savage, Doc's cousin, made her initiai appearance in the January 1934 
pulp story entitied, "The Brand of the Werewolf," as reprinted in Anthony Tollin's Sanctum 
Book Series as DOC SAVAGE, Volume 13. 

Is anyone eise a fan of Karen Allen in "Raiders of the Lost Ark?" 

If you are unaware of the amazing career of scientist/inventor Nikola Tesia, 
get thee to the internet or your library and read all about his genius. 
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Question #1: Fresh from his role in "The Shadow/Green Hornet: Dark 
Nights," Kruger was clearly Hitler's favorite spy who wouid lose his life in late 1941 in the 
pages of what comic book? 

Question #2: Which detectives did John Suniight believe he killed in 
order to seize their high tech communication devices... two-way wrist radios. 

Deal, New Jersey was also the scene of the climax of the original meet- 
ing between The DC Universe's Shadow and The Avenger in 1975's lith issue of "The 
Shadow," written by yours truly. Coincidentally, ifs the place where I grew up.

Named after Deal, England, Deal, New Jersey is a real place... an upscale 
beachfront community north of Asbury Park. Originally known for its lavish wooden mansions, 
most of which have now been torn down and replaced by large contemporary homes. In an 
alternate universe, Deal was the scene of a violent encounter between The Shadow's agents 
and the men and women of Richard Henry Benson's Justice, Inc., as reported in the pages of 
DC Comics' "The Shadow" #11 from 1975 in a story not coincidentally entitied, "The Night of 
The Avenger!" 


Herr Kruger has made a famous appearance in the pages of Dynamite's 
"The Shadow/Green Hornet: Dark Nights." He also made a very famous appearance in anoth- 
er comic book. 'Nuff said. 


Tve been lucky enough to write the comic book 
adventures of both The Avenger and The Question (the latter in tandem with the legendary 
artist. Alex Toth). It always baffled me why in most of their adventures, though one looked like 
an albino zombie and the other seemed to have no face at all, nobody seemed to react in hor¬ 
ror to either one's visage. I believe people wouid get scared in reaction to what they saw, and 
so that's what I write.
